COLUMBUS, June 6 — Thirty- 
eight hu^e oak trees from 
the 
state forest near Ash Cave have 
been sold by the Ohio Division 
of Forestry for $6 014—the high­ 
est price in the history of state 
forest operations. 
The sale means that the Amos- 
Thompson Co. of Edinburg, Ind., 
which bought the 200-year-o I d 
trees, is paying nearly $375 per 
thousand board feet. 


The possibility of increasing 
sewage rates in Circlevile $2 
per year was discussed Tuesday 
night by city council.

THEY SIMPLY HATE WAR 
RUSSIAN propagandists, including Stal­ 
in, have said that American soldiers in Ko­ 
rea don't know what they are fighting for. 
But they knew, well enough, in World War 
II when they were on Russia’s side, said 
Stalin. 
Now' a survey by the New York Times 
education editor. Benjamin Fine, reports 
that few American soldiers know why they 
are in uniform. Does that vindicate Rus­ 
sia’s propaganda claims? 
Hardly in the sense the Communists are 
trying to put over. It is a safe bet that 
there has never been an army—unless it 
was out after loot or defending its own soil 
—in which a majority of the troops had a 
clear idea of what they were fighting for. 
In World War II, Russia’s armies may not 
have understood it too well even when they 
were resisting an invader. 
If they did, why was it necessary for the 
Kremlin to fill the ranks with political 
commissars to explain what it was a I I 
about—and incidentally to spy on any GI 
Ivans who might sound off against the of­ 
ficial version’ 
Convincing accounts from trustworthy 
reporters in Korea say American troops in 
Korea do know what they are fighting for. 
Their gripes are against the “limited war” 
thesis. 
The civilian can be comparatively ob­ 
jective in deciding what a war is about. 
He wasn’t drafted against his will, taken 
far from home and friends, forced to per­ 
form distasteful tasks in obedience to or­ 
ders barked at him with never a “please’* 
to soften them, and finally sent to risk his 
life and kill foreigners in a welter of dis­ 
comfort, blood, noise and terror. The man 
in uniform has the best reasons in t h e 
world to know' that war doesn’t make 
sense. 
The whole problem needs more study, 
and Fine’s survey may help. But a solu­ 
tion will not be easy.

Jim Farley, the genius who made Frank­ 
lin D. Roosevelt President of the United 
Slates when most thought that Al Smith 
should have been nominated, has devoted 
himself to many causes since his retire­ 
ment from active politics. He now* comes up 
in a new role of adviser to students who 
want to reach the hearts and minds of 
I men. 
As an adviser to ambitious youth, James 
Aloysius Farley should be invaluable, be­ 
cause he has been very good at reaching 
the hearts, if not altogether the minds of 
men. Also he has risen to heights of posi­ 
tion and affluence by his own means. He 
has managed to become one of the best 
I liked of human beings, receiving unstinted 
Applause when he appears in public, par- 
jticularly among a galaxy of candidates for 
public office who cannot understand why 
the applause evades them. 
The answer perhaps lies in this remark­ 
able paragraph in a speech Jim delivered 
at Ithaca college. This chesterfieldian bit 
of wisdom is particularly pertinent at a 
time w’hen both manners and morals seem 
to have suffered the onslaught of the vul­ 
gar. This is what Jim says: 
“A person who is concerned in persuad- 
| ing other people to do something or buy 
something or just to be friendly and help­ 
ful must have what I shall call good man­ 
ners. Now' good manners is something 
more than knowing how to hold your soup 
spoon or how* to dress when you go to a 
church wadding. It is much more than a 
capacity to say the pleasant but insincere 
thing. It is much more than mere tact. It 
is to feel and, above all, to show that you 
have a genuine concern in others. 
Another paragraph in this speech could 
be read by President Harry Truman to his 
great personal advantage: 
“What I mean is the manifestation in all 
outward dealings with the public of a calm 
and friendly disposition. This is especially 
true in politics. We have learned in that 
very complex art that the most certain way 
that a man can defeat himself is to get 
angry. People are not interested in other 
people’s angers. Anger doesnot attract; it 
repels. It causes the victim to say and do 
things that he would not otherwise say and 
do. He loses his balance of judgment. He 
makes mistakes. He reveals defects in his 
own personality and in his own ideas.’’ 
Mr. Truman’s great troubles — and the 
country’s too—come from his t e m p e r 
which goes off like a fire-cracker on the 
Fourth of July. For instance, the v e ry fa­ 
therly letter that he w’rote to Paul Hume, 
the music critic, might, with better man­ 
ners and a bit of humor, have been a 
classic of paternal solicitude. As it is. it 
I was just a heated diatribe w*ith a threat 
I that is a1 illegal as it w*as vulgar. 
Perhaps, if Mr. Truman got Jim Farley 
to come back to Washington to teach him 
to count ten every time he is tempted to 
show* them, the country would be happier 
land so might Mr. Truman be. unless losing 
his temper and 
exhibiting 
unfortunate 
manners are essential to his nature. If so, 
it is an unfortunate nature.
